The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for May caus for temperatures 
to average below seasonal normals from the western Plateau states 
eastward to the lower Mississippi and Ohio Valleys with greates 
departures in the northern Plains. Above normal temperatures 

are predicted along the West Coast and also east of the Appalachians. 
Near normal temperatures are expected in areas unspecified. 
Precipitation is expected to equal or exceed seasonal normals over 
most of the nation except for subnormal amounts in West Coast states 
and in the extreme Southeast,

Unseasonably cold, winterlike weather west of the Mississippi, and 
the most e3 stensive moderate to heavy precipitation in several months 
were th e week's weather highlights, The cold weather which entered 
the ee portions of the Rocky Mountains and Great Plains on 
April 2 as had overspread virtually all areas v eo ot the Mississippi 
by May 2, and reached the Atlantic Coast on May 3. Temperatures 
fell to record-low levels for so late in the season in a wide area from 
the Northwest to scuthern Texas, with minima ranging from near zero 
in the northern Rockies to the lave 40's in the Rio Grande Valley, 
Freezing occurred In: northern areas from the Pacific Northwest to 
the Great Lakes and southward to northern portions of Arizona, New 
Mexico, and Texas, Damage to fruits and other crops occurred in 
some areas, but since the lowest temperatures in most areas occurred 
near the end of the period, the full extent of damage has not been 
determined. Snow fell on several days in the North-Central Interior 

and Rocky Mountain region, Six to lb-inch falls were reported at 
higher elevations in northern Arizona, and on the morning of the 30th, 
© inches were measured at Denver, Colo, , and up to 3 inches in 


northwestern Kansas, Ranges in ‘Montana were snow-covered during

RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


Peaches, plums and grapes in cargo from CHILE arriving at Balti- 
more, Philadelphia and New York were found infested on a number of 
eeeasions recently with living larvae of a TORTRICID, identified as 
Bulla sp, Larval injury to tae iruit resembled that of some of the 
tortricids injurious to apple in this country. Although a complete 
determination is not available for the insect, its host association 

and nature of injury imply 2 destructive pest not known to occur in 
the United States,

the latter part of the week, On May 2 and 3, heavy snowfall in the 
northern third of Minnesota ranged up to 10 inches at International 
Falls and 7 inches at Crookston, Heavy precipitation, generaily 
totaling Over an inch, and severe thunderstorm activity preceded the 
cold air movement from the eastern Great Plains to the Atlantic Coast, 
and tornadoes were reported in Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, and Iowa, 
The heavy rainfall greatly improved moisture conditions in the Great 
Plains, except in the western portions of the lower Plains where only 
light amounts fell, and improved the subsoil moisture in the central 
Mississippi SE In the upper and lower Mississippi Valley where 
rains exceeded < inches, minor Kioading occurred and in the latter 
area most lowlands are too wet to work, Field activities were delayed 
in the area of heavy precipitation and are now 6 to 8 weeks later than
